, Mishap Unavoidable 


Both men are employed as help- 


ers in the moulding room and it 
was while they were in the act of 
pouring a big dipperful of the 
metal into mould* that the acci- 
dent occurred. According to an 
official of the plant, the accident 
was entirely unavoidable as it is 
impossible to tell when the metal 
is liable to splash. 


Metal Burns Into Eye 


"When the moulten metal struck 


the men, Patch was blinded in 
both eyes temporarily and had to 
be carried into the hospital at the 
plant where the 
-wounds were 


dressed. It is thought that Patch 


lose the sight in his left optic 


as the piece of metal cannot be ex- 
tracted and the burns affected a 


part.

WILL GIRDLE WORLD. 


Marconi Company Plans System of 


Wireless Stations. 


New York, Feb. 6.—Announcement 


was made on behalf of the Marconi 
company that contracts had just been 
!et for the construction of eisht of 
the largest wireless stations in the 
world, four sending and four receiv- 
ing stations, all to be used in the 
globe-girdling plans of the company. 
After the erection of one station, but 
cue step will remain to jump across 
the Pacific to Japan. The stations, 
which are to be constructed in Paris, 
each pair, 30 miles apart, will be 
erected at Oabu, Honolulu, Sandwich 
Islands. Tamles bay and Bolinas. Cal- 
ifornia, Belmar, X. J., and along the 
eastern Massachusetts coast. 


Following the erection of the Oahu 


plant, Japan will locate a wireless 
station, and this will enable the com- 
pany to throw messages entirely 
across the Pacific, a distance of 3.394 
miles, to the nearest land in Japan. 


The Marconi company says that It 


vould have planted its oriental sta- 
tion in Manila had not the United 
States government objected. The gov- 
ernment has a large station, there 
and it was afraia the more powerful 
Marconi stations mignt interfere with 
the receiving: and 
transmitting Of 


marine messages. 


After Japan the company will erect 


stations in Inslia. and thus com'muni- 
cate with Europe, completing the cir- 
cle of the gloho.

Legislators Displeased at Revelations 


In Militia Probe. 


Columbus, O.. Feb. 6.—Many mem- 


bers of the legislature who have be- 
come informed of the laxity with 
which the adjutant general's office 
bad disposed of $30,000 a. >ear for 
transportation and destroyed the rec- 
ords pertaining to it, today were 
speaking in favor of slashing the mil- 
itia's appropriation by $200.000. 


Representative W. D- Fulton criti-
